5. Claims 1 - 4 and 1 0-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
byOlsen, US 4,671 ,843. 

6. Regarding claim 1 -4 and 10-13 , Olsen discloses; 

An aspirating roller (1) (see Olsen Fig 2; 21) for transferring labels, 
comprising at least a pair of pads (20; 21) (see Olsen Fig 2; 57 and Fig 6; 61) 
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projecting relative to a lateral surface (la) of the roller (1), characterised in that at 
least a portion of the lateral surface (1 a) of the roller (1) between the pads (20; 21) 
is elastically deformable (see Olsen Fig 2; 43 and column 4; line 14-18). 
For claim 5, (see Olsen Fig 2; 42) 

For claim 6, (see Olsen Fig 6; 62 and column 5; line 44-51) 
for claim 7 -9, (see Olsen Fig 6; 64, 65)
